Washington, September 30.—Figures 
‘compiled by Director of the Mint Roberts 
'show the tota} production of gold in the 
United States during the calendar year 
1903 to be of the value of $73,591,700, 
and of silver , $29,322,000. The _ total 
output of gold shows a decline of $6,- 
400,000 and of silver a decline of $I,- 
200,000 ounces from the figures of the 
previous year. The falling off in both 
metals is almost entirely due according 
to Mr. Roberts to labor troubles in Colo- 
rado.

The Russians withdrew and 
then countermarched and occupied 
the enemy’s position’ at Toumytsa, 
north of Yentai, and drove the Jap- 
anese as far as Yentai station, los- 
ing four men wounded, whereas the 
Japanese lost twenty killed oor 
‘wounded. ; 
_ General Sakharoff furt?fer reports 
that a reconnaissance on September 
29 showed that the Japanese force 
‘'was concentrating in increasing 
‘numbers along the Yentai branch of 
the railroad, and that there is also 
‘considerable concentration of the 
Japanese along the Taitse river near 
Bensihu. 
General Sakharoff’s telegrams, as 
given to the press, contains no men- 
o tion of developments on the eastern 
flank. This silence probably is due 
to the fact that detafls of operations 
telegraphed to the emperor at Odessa 
had not reached the general staff.

on its investigation on the problem of 
controlling the boll weevil in cotton seed 


and at ginneries. 

The report makes several recommenda- 
tions designed to greatly retard the pres- 
ent rate of spread of the great cotton 
pest and says that such means of con- 
|trol are imperative. 
| The report recommends storage of the 
“peed” in a building separate from the 
“seed cotton’ storage house, the installa- 
\ tion in the latter of special cleaners or 
|droppers, which also would facilitate 
ginning; more extensive use of cleaner 
|feeders and cotton cleaners in the gin 
|house proper, the trash therefrom to be 
go treated as to destroy the weevils and 
'the perfecting of a device for removing 
land destroying the weevils in the seed 


land motes. 

The report says that whenever the sys- 
tem of handling and ginning cotton is 
not found to, be effective .in removing

FLECTRIC ROAD 
SEEMS ASSURED 


Hew Line to Connect Atlanta 
and Anderson, §. C, 


People of Stone Mountain and Other 
Points Ready to Contribute, 
Northern Capitalists Will 
Build Line If the Peo- 
ple Raise $150,000. 


Two of the prime movers in the pro- 
posed construction of an electric line, 
to be known ag the Atlanta and Caro- 
lina railway, from Atlanta to Anderson, 
S. C., are in Atlanta, and, according to 
their reports, the new line is with every 
day's development becoming more and 
more certain. They are J. R, Hosch, 
of Hoschton, Jackson county, and M. 
Thomas Edgerton, of the same placa. 
Mr. Hosch states that capitalists in New 
York are ready to invest over $2,000,- 
000 in the proposed road providing. that 
interested parties along the right-of-way 
will raise some $150,000. 

The preliminary survey of the line has 
already been made and calls for about 
146 miles of road. It is estimated that 


@ |this will average about $16,000 per mile 


for construction. The capitalists of New 
York are willing to put $15,000 per mile 
in the new road, providing those living 
along the way will contribute $1,000 a 
niile. 

Citizens in South Carolina along the 
proposed Jine from Anderson to the Sa- 
vannah river have already guaranteed to 
raise their amount. A meeting was held 
in Stone Mountain Thursday, at which 
time it was stated that the road would 
expect this town to raise $20,000. Half 
of this sum was ready to be subscribed 
at once, and‘it was stated that there 
would be little trouble in securing the 
rest that was needed, 

Meetings for this same purpose will 
pe held in Decatur and Clarkston on 
Monday. Mr. Hosch reposts that there 
is great interest in the movement all 
along the line, and that the prospects 
are the brightest for securing the needed 
subscriptions. 

The proposed line, whether it will be 
a trolley or the third-rail system, has 
not yet been determined, splits the V 
made by the Southern going to South 
Carolina by way of Gainesville and the 
Seaboard going by way of Athens and 
Elberton. The average population of the 
state is twenty-eight persons to the 
square mile, but the territory fed by the 
proposed right of way averages sixty-one 
persons to the square mie and js one of 
the richest agricultural sections of 
Georgia. The counties to be crossed in 
Georgia are Fulton, DeKalb, Gwinnett, 
vannah river. % ; 

Four water. power. stations, situated 
along the line, will he. developed for gen- 
erating power for the big system, and 
another advantage is that road will con- 
nect at Anderson with another electric 
Hine that is now being built from that 
place to Greenville, S. C., 

Mr. Hosch and;Mr, Edgerton talked 
with President Maddox, of the chamber 
of commerce, yesterday, and he prom- 
ised to take up the matter with the 
chamber and do all in his power looking 
to securing the best possible entrance to 
Atlanta, terminal facilities, ete. 

Altogether, the present prospects for 
the securing of the necessary capita] for 
the erection of the line are exceptionally 
bright.

‘Wow for the Federal Court. _ 


Judge Newman, of the United 
States district court, has fixed Sat- 
urday, October 8, as tl:e date for hear- 
ing the injunction proceedings 
brought by the interested railroad 
corporations against the Georgia state 
railway commission to estop that tri- 
bunal from putting into effect the 
more equitable rates fixed in the com 
mission’s recent circular orders 301 


‘jand 302. 


The early date selected by the fed- 
eral court for bringing this inevitable 
litigation to a focus will meet the 
wishes of the large interested ship- 
ping class throughout Georgia so ‘di- 
rectly eencerned in the outcome of 
the case; and of the Georgia public 
generally. There is no wish that the 
matter hang fire a day, longer than 
is absolutely necessary. If the state 
has the power to regulate intrastate 
freight rates through a special com- 
mission of -judicial powers and tem- 
per, it wants no shadow of doubt to 
hover over the deliberate findings of 
that tribunal in the form of a federal 
court big stick. We would know the 
extent of our original jurisdiction and 
sovereignty in the premises without 
any legal procrastinations or mincing 
of argument. ' 

The state railway commission, af- 
ter Jong and patient sittings sifting 
the evidence and hearing the conten- 
tions of both sides to the controversy, 
has come to the conclusion that the 
doing business in 
Georgia have been guilty of unjust 
and illogical discriminations against 
the commerce of the state in fixing 


-|their transportation tariffs at a high- 


er rate than the mileage, geographical 
conditions and relations to competing 
points at a distance justified. To ree- 
tify this injustice and serious handi- 
Cap upon Georgia industry and trade, 
the commission promulgated a revised 
schedule of freight rates on manu- 
factured products affecting intrastate 
points, the reduction being moderate 
and governed by rates that the rail- 


interstate hauls, the new schedule 
pertaining only to manufactured com- 
modities and being but the first step 
toward a necessary readjustment of 
general freight rates throughout the 
state. 

Without waiting for the commission 
to take up the jobbing rates, the port 
rates, and other concrete phases of 
the tariff question, the railroads Tos* 
no time in making their uncompro- 
mising attitude clear by appealing te 


tion of the commission. 

As The Constitution remarked at 
the time it was made. known that 
the railroads would offer legal resis:- 
ance, it would be best “for all parties 
at interest to have this whole mat- 
ter threshed out as one legal grist. 

However, since the railroads have 
seen fit not to await further promul- 
gations of the commission, circular 
301 will answer very well for a test 
case, as the same legal principle is 
involved in the forthcoming circulars 
of the commission. The state must 
stand or fall on the determination of 
the manufacturers’ case, and we shall 
not be long knowing the result of at 
least the first stage of the federal 
gantlet, it being taken for granted 
that the whole gantlet will be run to 
the supreme court of the Uhited 
| States. 


The state of Georgia will be strong- 
ly represented when the injunction 
proceedings are called in the Atlanta 
federal court. In Attorney General 
Hart the commonwealth has an able 
counsel, eminently capable of defend- 
ing its rights and protecting its in- 
terests. Mr. Hart will be assisted in 
the defense by Attorney W. A. Wim- 
bish, on behalf of the Atlanta freight 
bureau, the original complainant 
whose presentation of grievances led 
the railway commission to modify 
the old rates, and by several of the 
ablest of Atlanta’s legal firms. The 
retention of all these able lawyers in 
tne case for the people and the ship- 
pers is in itself reassuring. 

The state and the people, which are 
synonymous terms, must spare no ef- 
forts to present their side of the case 
with the strongest possible showing 
of testimony and legal acumen The 
railroads will, of course, command the 
highest quality of legal talent. This 
formidable array of railroad counsel 
will be met with the ablest talent of 
the Atlanta bar.. 

Let us make ready our case with 
infinite care and attention to all nec 
essary details, and when the legal bat- 
tle is on, let it be a battle royal, ce- 
termining this great question once 
and for all. : 

The powers vested in the interstate 
commerce commission by the original 
act of congress have been “picked 
away,” as Judge Reagan expressed it, 
by federal court decisions. Let us see 
whether the federal ccurts can inter- 
fere witu the powers vested in the 
Georgia railway commission when 
they pertain to intrastate regulation, 
and, in the present instance, most 
necessary and just regulation.

The sugestion made by Dr. C. R. Hen- 
derson, professor of sociology at the 
University of Chicago, that the succegs- 
ful complainant in.a divorce suit be com- 
pelled to wait three months for a final 
court decree, so as to have an oppor- 
tunity to think the matter over and ex- 
perience change of heart, fs a good one, 
as far as it goes. But the “think it 
over” principle should be applied, and, if 
possible, enforced, long pefore the courts 
‘are called upon to settle matrimonial 
@ifficulties by the process of severing 
matrimonial alliances. 

The Inter-Ocean does not exagger- 
ate the importance of the “thinking 
it over” principle in divorce proced- 
ure. Many men and women, frequent- 
ly actuated by pique or impulse in 
their effort to break the marriage 
pact, would probably change their 
L\minds if forced to observe more de- 
liberation. The tentative “three 
months wait” proposed by Dr. Hen: 
derson is hardly sufficient time for 
reséntment to disappear or passion 
to cool sufficiently.to allow an unruf- 
fled view of the gravity of the course 
pursued. | 

With an eye to this psychological 
trait, the Georgia law insists that di- 
vorce cannot be obtained without the 
“concurrent verdicts of separate ju- 
ries at different terms of the court.” 
Ample cooling time is afforded in the 
interval which must elapse between 
the concurrent verdicts. If breaches 
cannot be bridged or differences rec- 
onciled in the space between the de- 
livery of the two verdicts, the griev- 
ances aré pretty apt to be of a funda, 
mental nature justifying the relief re- 
quested. That this provision is effec- 
tive is demonstrated: by the many 
compromises which have been reach- 
ed by estranged couples after the 
handing down of the first verdict. 

The primary obstacle to reconcilia 
tion in the vast number of western 
divorces is the stubborn fact that 
often one or both parties have form- 
ed other attachments prior to the ap- 
plication. In cases of this character 
the remedy, if any, hes in more 
stringent cdivorce qualifications, the 
“cooling time” phase being entirely 
useless. 

Compared with the divorce machin- 
ery of the other states, the Georgia 
law is perhaps more comprehensive 
and judicious than any in existence.

' The Negro in Boston Politics. 
| The republicans in the eleventh 
| Massachusetts district, located in the 
‘city of Boston, have made their con- 
'gressional nomination, the nominee, 
| Bugene N. Foss, winning against

‘Isaac B. F. Allen, a local republican 
‘politician of color, who stands in Bos- 
ton as a typical “self-made negro.” 
‘The total vote cast in the primary

‘election was 6,025, of which Foss re- 
ceived 9.993. Allen’s vote, at the foot 
‘of the column, made the insignificant 
| showing of 367, presumably, repre- 
isenting negro votes. 
| The case of the negro Allen may 
fairly be accepted as conveying a race 
question moral. Boston is the cradle 
‘of abolition and the republican party 
‘had its birth in abolition sentiment. 
A generation ago negroes of independ- 
‘ent ideas and easy conceptions of race 
‘equality migrated to Boston as a verit-, 
able city of refuge, where the “door 
‘of opportunity” was ever open to the 
freedman. There he could. stand 
‘upon his own intrinsic bottom of man- 
‘hood worth, intellectuality and even 
‘culture, unplagued by the color of his 
skin and the kink of his hair. The 
‘large tolerance of the Bostonese 
‘would not stoop to the narrowness of 
‘race prejudice so manifest elsewhere 
| in disheartening discriminations 
‘against the “man and_ brother” of 
| color. - 
| Allen statids as a representative of 
‘these early migrants from the inhos- 
pitable south to the friendly aegis of 
the town of Garrison. He was born 
a slave and as a young man mingled 
republican politics with his efforts to 
acquire an education and become be- 
nevolently assimilated by Hub society 
and culture. He became a leader of 
the negro wing of Boston republicans, 
and at one time he was thought to 
hold the negro vote of the bean me- 
tropolis in the hollow of his dusky 
palm.

Yesterday’s Temperature Showed an 
Average of Three Degrees 
Cooler in Atlanta, 

The weather today is likely to be fair 

and at least no warmer. 

But yesterday was ..n improvement on 
the day before—some 3 degrees aécording 
to the thermometer, and ¢ven more to 
the feelings, thanks to a fresh preeze 
that kept the air in circulation.

Defects of Our Criminal Laws. 

Editor Constitution: The prevalence of 
lynching is cause for the grave and pro- 
found apprehension. If continued it will 
lead to general conditions subversive of 
law and order. verifying the prediction 
of Lord Macaulay that the liberty of the 
citizen in America would reach the point 
of license. 

The writer has long entertained the 
Opinion that the uneertainty and delay 
(of the application of the criminal law 
‘has created present conditions not con- 
‘fined by any means to this state or sec- 
| tion. The law should be reasonably swift 
and its results as near mathematical cer- 
tainty as possibly, and due process 0” 
the criminal law should mean due, decent 
and orderly punishment of the criminal. 

Present conditions are the outgrowth 
of a great many years and it will take 
years to reenthone the law in the pub- 
lic confidence and respect. God speed 


The student of history knows that the 
causes of the carnival of crime of the 
| French revolution had their genesis gen- 
erations before they foUWnd expression. 
| We might as well speak plainly. The 
time has come to do so and the laws 
| will not be remodeled until the causes 
of these excesses are fully understood by 
those in authority. The people have no 
confidence in the administration of the 
criminal law and therefore no respect for 
it. The powerful use of technicalities 
by skillful lawyers has shown the people 
what a weak, uncertain, halting, crip- 
pled thing the criminal law is. 

Finally, mirabile dictu, a crimina] is 
lodged in the chaingang or penitentiary, 
the pardon board discovers errors either 
in the evidence, technicality or severity 
of tha sentencing judge and the criminal 
is freed to prey again upon a suffering 
| people. 
| From experience as a practicing attor-

Spasmodic efforts of the courts to have 
speedy trials are commendable, but hand- 
icapped as they af with int¢rminiable 
appeals by the use of technicalities they 
are powerless to arrest present conditions.
